The Quebec Provincial Gov- 
ernment on August 15, 1974 
finally erased all fears and 
uncertainties surrounding the 
fate of the proposed merger of 
Sir George Williams University 
and Loyola College into Con- 
cordia University. Three orders 
in-council and treasury board 
approval of financial concerns 
resulted in official sanction 
finally being granted. 

Chairman of Concordia’s 
Board of Governors, C. A. Duff 
released the new administra- 
tion’s official announcement of 
merger on August 20. Duff 
expressed relief that doubts 
surrounding Concordia had 
been extinguished. He also 
proposed that now the status of 
Concordia has been clarified 
we can settle down to the task 
of “making the new university 
flourish”. 

The long period of delay 
awaiting government approval 
of the merger was attributed to 
legal difficulties but political 
considerations were also in- 
volved. The merger was op- 
posed by the Liberal govern- 
ment’s official opposition, the 
Parti Quebecois. It was also 
opposed twice by the Quebec 
Council of Universities, who 
cited reasons such as the pro- 
vincial government language 
policy and planned changes in 
the student-space ratios as the 
basis of their objection. 

Students on both campuses 
are now Officially enrolled in 
Concordia University and pay 
their fees to that institution. 
While there are now five facul- 
ties in the new university and a 
sixth, Fine Arts is presently 
being structured there will be 
no major changes in the curri- 
culum. A tentative date in the 
fall of ’75 was set for the 
development of a common fa- 
culty, a central administration 
and some common academic 
programs. Standardized  stu- 
dent fee structures, contractual 
agreements for professors and 
other employees remains to be 
worked out. Students entering 
the new university in their first 
year will receive degrees from 
Concordia; arrangements re- 
main to be made for former 
students of Sir George and 
Loyola now involved in the 
combined institution. 

A structure for an integrated

day student government provi- 
sionally dubbed the Concordia 
University Day Students Asso- 
ciation (C.U.D.S.A.) is still in 
the planning stages. Possibili- 
ties of a combined evening 
student government remains 
remote, with the former Sir 
George Evening Students As- 
sociation under _ trusteeship. 
Recommendations for future 
Sir George campus evening 
student representation will be 
carefully weighed in a report 
compiled by the Board of Trus- 
tees to be presented to the 
Board of Governors in Novem- 
ber. 


Financial Position 


Rector and Vice Chancellor 
of Concordia, Dr. John O’Brien, 
does not expect any change in 
the financial situation regar- 
ding the new university for the 
coming year. Due to the late 
date of the merger, government 
subsidies for Concordia in the 
current year will largely be a 
combination of the Sir George 
and Loyola grants established 
through normal procedure. 
However, Dr. O’Brien pointed 
out that coincidental with the 
merger, the Department of Edu- 
cation is planning on imple- 
menting a new financial formu- 
la that has been under consi- 
deration for three years. This 
new formula is expected to 
improve the financial position 
of Sir George and Loyola, since 
both were previously hampered 
by a grant system which was 
historically oriented. There is 
one financial boon resulting 
from the merger in the area of 
capital funds relating to the 
construction of new buildings. 
“The department of Education 
has for the past two or three 
years really refused to give 
serious consideration to either 
Sir George of Loyola proposals 
for physical expansion”, Dr. 
O’Brien elaborated. He 
proceeded to explain that with 
the completion of the merger, 
the need for expansion of exist- 
ing facilities can now be de- 
monstrated to the provincial 
government. 


Expansion Of Faculties 


There is not likely to be any 
expansion of faculties in any 





completely new areas within 
Concordia due to a levelling off 
in enrollment figures. However 


according to the Rector there is. 


certainly room and a need in 
Concordia for the expansion of 
teaching staff_in various areas. 


New Concordia Student 


What advantages can the 
student embarking on a three or 
four year program expect from 
the merger? Dr. O’Brien pre- 
dicts that the newcomer. is 
going to be treated to a wider 
and greater choice of pro- 
grams. “What he should find 
within the.total institution, par- 
ticularly in the upper years, 
where the availability of more 
specialized courses is likely to 
become more relevant to him 
anyway, is that he will be able 
to make himself a richer pro- 
gram”. The administration also 
recognizes the fact that trans- 
portation between campuses 
will prove to be a limiting factor 
in this respect. 


Second 
Largest 
University 
in Canada 


Concordia now has the sec- 
ond largest total student enrol- 
ment of any university in Cana- 
da. However if the large even- 
ing student population is dis- 
counted the full-time student 
figure roughly equals that of 
McGill University. 

lf some sort of common 
identity is to be achieved the 
factors of the distance between 
campuses and separate tradi- 
tions will have to be overcome. 
One way in which such an 
identity will be produced is 
through extra curricular acti- 
vities such as athletics and 
student-association organised 
affairs. The new administration 
believes that such activities are 
likely to be as important as the 
strictly academic organisation 
and that the spirit that the 
contact develops will be es- 
sential to the new university.

In.years gone by the registra- 
+ion process at Sir George 
involved vast amounts of pa- 


tience. Hordes of disgruntled. 


students cooling their heels in 
the auditorium, munching on 
elaborate box lunches or snug- 
gling up to sleeping bags car- 
ted along for the impending 
ordeal, were the order of the 
day. Long lines waiting for 
closed courses helped to add to 
the frustration that was regis- 
tration. In the “Good old days” 
ten or twelve hour waits were 
merely accepted as part of the 
process. 

Not so this year. A combina- 
tion of several factors including 
a successful pre-packaging 
programme and_ significantly 


shorter computer “down time”:

The _ pre-registered 
people were all provided for 
well in advance allowing plenty 
of time to adjust to demands 
and provide the necessary 
openings in courses for the 
regular registration period. 


Finally after endless years of 
dismal failures the university 
has been able to develop an 
extremely efficient registration 
system.

To the Board of Trustees

NOTES TO THE 
FINANCIAL 
STATEMENTS 


1. CASH AND LEGAL FEES 
The Association was placed under 
trusteeship by the Board of Gover- 
nors of Sir George Williams’ Uni- 
sity on March 4, 1974. On that day 
$7,500 was removed from the 
Association’s funds by a cheque 
signed by two members of Council 
and placed in trust with an attor- 
ney. An amount of $4,178 has been 
returned by the attorney; the 
difference, $3,322, being retained 
by him for legal fees. 


2. CONCORDIAN 
ADVERTISING REVENUE 
These financial statements reflect 
only the amount of advertising 
revenue which has been received 
prior to the date of the Auditor’s 


Report, since no proper record of 
the advertising accounts receiv- 
able had been maintained. It is 
estimated that the total adverti- 
sing revenue should have been 
approximately $10,000. 


3. DEPRECIATION : 

The Association does not provide 
for depreciation on fixed assets, 
but follows instead a policy of 
appropriating from revenue the 
equivalent of amounts expended 
on fixed assets during the year. 


When such assets are retired the 
costs will be charged to the ap- 
propriation account. 


4, EXTRAORDINARY ITEM 
This represents the write-off of an 
amount due from the Georgian 
Snoopies Flying Club Incorpor- 
ated, the assets of which are 
deemed insufficient to repay the 
amount due.

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ESA Under Trusteeship - - Looking» 
for New Interest

On March 4th, 1974, the 
Executive Committee of the 
Board of Governors of Sir 
George suspended the consti- 
tution of the Evening Student’s 
Association, placing it under 
trusteeship and ending, finally, 
the “free lunch” era of that 
association. The university 
gave as their reason for the 
action, “the repeated and mani- 
fest failure of the ESA to con- 
duct its affairs in a way that 
merits the continuing confi- 
dence and support of the Uni- 
versity”. 

Not to put too fine a point on 
it, the University was acting on 
the view, shared by many, that 
the Association had degenera- 
ted (though never a model 
government) into a collection 
of self-serving, amateur poli- 
ticos with too much cash on 
hand and not enough evidence 
of its being managed or dis- 
seminated at all wisely. The 
financial statements (opposite) 
bear this out. 

Before bowing to the inevi- 
table, however, members of the 
ESA obtained a legal injunc- 
tion, giving them time to hold

their elections and prepare a 
case which would hopefully 
persuade the court to reverse 
the university’s decision. As it 


turned out their faith in the 
magnanimity of the law was not 
well placed—Justice Kenneth 
MacKay ruled for the Univer- 
sity’s case, observing that the 
plaintiffs had conducted them- 
selves “more like Billingsgate 
fishwives than university stu- 
dents” (as reported in The 
Gazette). 

That was the end of that. The 
University appointed, first tem- 
porary then official Trustees to 
manage the Association. They 
are: John Porter C.A.; Richard 
Pound, Attorney; Peter Kan- 
takos, student (and Chairman 
of the Trustees); John James, 
student and Jonny 
Lowensteyn, student. These 
people will continue to run the 
ESA and support its affiliated 
clubs and activities. At some 
time in October they will con- 
Sult with the Board of Gover- 
nors over the drafting of a new 
ESA constitution. 

One of the purports of a new 





charter would be to effectively 
prevent any future members of 
the ESA from garnering any 
remuneration from their activi- 
ties other than the satisfaction 
derived from community ser- 
vice. Another would see that 
only clubs “which legitimately 
served genuine evening student 
needs” would be funded. All 
decisions on the new constitu- 
tion will be directly affected by 
the results of the question- 
naires which were handed out 
to evening students during 
registration to poll their opin- 
ions on these and other issues. 

The quote above is from John 
Porter, who spoke with The 
CONCORDIAN about the new 
ESA and the old. He drew Upon 
his own observations after over 
5 months work on the Associa- 
tions records to augment this 
article. 

There was a lot to talk about. 
The financial records are, he 
said, “a mess (which) reflect 
the confusion apparent in the 
statements”. No trial balances 
had been taken, no posting 
done, nor had any bank recon- 
ciliations been made. Media

sales records from The CON- 


CORDIAN had been left in 
confusion following the firing 
of ad salesman Bob Lemoyne 
who worked under former As- 
sociation member, George 
Proussaefs. The conflict of in- 
terest apparent in the case of 
an Association member who 
also solicited advertising for 
the paper he published was 
pointed out by Porter (for in- 
stance, the life insurance plan 
offered to the Association). 
Honouraria paid to ESA 
members would have totalled 
over $10000, the records show, 
$2000 of this going to then 
President Bill O’Mahoney. 
None of the honouraria or addi- 
tional income such as travelling 
and entertainment expenses 
have been declared by mem- 
bers as income to Porter’s 
knowledge. The administration 
of Association business was 
“unnecessarily complex’’, says 
Porter, “they simply had too 
much money”. He likens the 
situation to that of the Union 
Nationale’s where there was a 
lot of money - a “slush fund” - 








looking fora cause. This too is 
reflected in the budgeting in 
the statements. 

An interesting item, not 
found in the statements, is the 
bill of over $1000 run up at the 
faculty club over the year with 
one night’s expenses listed as 
$166. The club is off limits to 
regular students. 

Mr. Porter talked about the 
relative merits of the “automa- 
tic check-off” method of collec- 
ting fees for the Association 
and noted how the collection 
was “nicely divorced” from the 
electing of representatives, 
which had been done near the 
end of the academic year. 
These are things which will 
also no doubt be changed if 
answers to the questionnaires 
indicate they should be. 

Asked about the legal fees 
charged the ESA by counsel 
Irving Handelman, Porter con- 
ceded they were, “pretty 
steep”, and remarked that 
O’Mahoney’s placing of $7500 
in trust with Handelman at the 
time trusteeship was imposed 
had displayed poor 
judgement”. 
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Trustee John Porter, who, along with four other trustees, 
will manage the ESA’s affairs this year.

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Reel Money

Money. Everybody’s neces- 
sity. More than any other group 
within the University commun- 
ity—the cinema students can- 
not function without it. In addi- 
tion to tuition we, the cinema 
students, are required to pro- 
duce a finished film. On the 
average this amounts to ap- 
proximately 2/3 the cost of tui- 
tion. Money. The lack of it 
forces many budding 
Bergmans to remain cinematic 
virgins and settle on celluloid 
wet dreams instead. Something 
must be done! Last year the 
cinema students of Sir George 
formed a co-operative. Basi- 
cally this co-op was initiated 
to fulfill three functions; 1- help 
reduce the cost of filmmaking, 
2- provide student aid for 
others who may wish to involve 
themselves in’ any aspect of 
film, 3- and provide access to 
equipment and information. 





At the present time there are 
in the vicinity of 150 students 
involved in film production. In 
working with super-8 the costs 
are fairly moderate and films 
can be produced for $50 quite 
easily. However the costs of 
filming in 16mm_ effortlessly 
can reach $100 per minute. It 
was to help defray this cost 
that the co-op came into exist- 
ence. An initial estimate of the 
required film needs of cinema 
students alone, shows that 
over $20,000 is spent annually 
on course required film pro- 
jects. Money. In an attempt to 
help students meet this cost of 
film production, the co-op Fil- 
lum was formed. Last year, in 
its first year of operation, the 
co-op had 35 members from 
both super-8 and 16mm pro- 
duction courses. Primarily the 
actions of Fillum last year were 
organizational and informative. 
We were operating out of a 
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shared office of the D.S.A. Our 
major areas of activity included 
researching outlets where stu- 
dents would be able to obtain a 
discount on production costs. 
While we were unsuccessful in 
establishing a source for super- 
8 discounts, we were able to 
establish an agreement with 
Mount Royal Film Corp. to help 
students involved in the pro- 
duction of 16mm films. This 
agreement included elimination 
of Federal sales tax on the 
purchase of raw stock and a 
reduction of 15% on the cost of 
processing. Near the end of the 
year we began to hold film 
showings, but the lack of capi- 
tal made it impossible to con- 
tinue these on a regular basis. 
In addition we gave information 
to cinema students on how to 
obtain S.I.B, grants for their 
films. We participated in the 
presentation of student films at 
the annual Film Students’ 
Screening in April and hope 
that this coming year we can 
assume more responsibility for 
it, in order to make it an 
authentic student presentation. 
An interim committee was or- 
ganized to ensure the continu- 
ance of the co-op in the coming 
year. 

We are approaching the 
E.S.A., D.S.A., the Dean of 
Students’ Office and the Fine 
Arts Dept. Because film stu- 
dents are part of the University 
community, we feel that we 
must be supported by this 
community and in turn -will 
offer what we have to share. 
Some of the services which we 
have the potential to offer in- 
clude: creating a resource cen- 
tre that would enlist those 
students who have the neces- 
sary expertise to help others 
with the technical processes of 
filmmaking; Television Sir 
George has suggested that 
members of the co-op produce 
and televise video tapes to help 
in the learning experience; the 
creation of a film society which 
would screen Canadian and 
non-commercial films. 

Money. SGWU prides itself 
with its film program, it rivals 
York University in all Canada. 
York attracts more students for 
the simple reason that produc- 
tion MONEY is alloted them. If 
we are to survive we need 
support from our community.

The numerous successes of Sir George on the Intercollegiate 
sports scene last year has prompted people in responsible 
positions (mainly in the Student Associations and in the Athletics 
Department) to create a Booster Club for the upcoming season. 

Last year a small and dedicated group of fans helped to 
publicize the epic hockey encounters against St. Mary’s and “The 
Georgian Express” train to Toronto, but their efforts were largely 
unstructured and unorganized, and generally lacked the leader- 
ship that a Booster Club could have offered. 

In consequence, the Day Students’ Association has decided to 
officially sanction the formation of of a Booster Club that will 
function under the auspices of that famous lamplighter of the 
Verdun Auditorium, Phil Snyder. 

George Short, the Director of Physical Education and Athletics 
at Sir George, has also expressed interest in the project and 
appears ready and willing to help the fledging club. Mr. Short has 
already offered to cover the costs involved in the making up of 
leaflets and Phil expects that Athletics will come through with 
other tokens of generosity. 

Phil foresees the basic aims of the club as: A) helping to

Bigger and better things ap- 
pear in store for Georgian stu- 
dents this year with an expan- 
ded and largely restructured 
program being offered by intra- 
mural coordinator, Bob Philip. 

Besides expanding to twen- 
ty-six divergent sports (sixteen 
of which are available to even- 
ing students) Bob Philip is 
attempting a basic restructur- 
ing of the competitive intramu- 
rals which this year will include 
Touch Football, Golf, Tennis, 
Badminton, Table Tennis, Cur- 
ling, Bowling, Basketball, 
Floor Hockey and the ever 
popular Ice Hockey. All people 
entered in a competitive intra- 
mural team sport will be re- 
quired to register with one of 
the following associations; 1) 
Commerce, 2) Arts, 3) Science, 
4) Engineering, 5) Chinese 
Georgians, 6) Staff, 7) Grad- 
uates, and 8) Alumni. Whereas 
in previous years if a student 
knew a few friends who were 
playing for a team (regardless 
of faculty) he would generally 
register with that team on 
which his friends were playing. 
This was fine for the group of 
friends, but there were always 
students who registered to play 
an intramural sport who didn’t 
have any acquaintances in that 
program. This generally meant 


that they were invariably stuck’ 


on a team where they felt 
ostracized and soon gave up, 


never to return to the program.. 


Under the old system there 
was also a noticeable disparity 
between many teams. This was 
particularly true of the ice 
hockey league where the Se- 
lects (mee Reindeer) and the 
Commerce teams have domin- 
ated the scene for years. Within 
the new framework the Selects 
(mainly composed of former 
Georgian football players who 
are in a number of different 
faculties) would cease to exist 
and the Commerce team, in- 
stead of being an all-star group 
of commerce students, could 
be diluted to include two or 
maybe even three teams. 

There was also the problem, 
under the out-going system, of 
entire teams graduating at 
once, thus leaving Athletics 
with the job of having to find a 
replacement team for the next 
season. Thus Athletics is basi- 
cally attempting to revamp the 
competitive intramural frame- 
work so that “transitory” teams 
can be eliminated and more 
permanent squads can be foun- 
ded that will be perpetuated by 
the associations.
